Another World War will sound 
the death-knell of Democracy, Dr.

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As winter approaches and the 
rains begin in California, wise 
motorists are remembering that 
slippery roads mean death to the 
unwary. 

Reasons for extra caution In 
wet weather are obvious enough 
but for any who might be in¬ 
clined to doubt the laws of 
physics, there are also statistics 

Last year November was the 
deadliest month on the street-s 
and highways of California. There 
were 303 persons killed. December 
was next, with 301. The monthly 
average was 234. 

To be on the safe side. It 
might pay to follow these sug 
gestions offered la.st week by the 
California Highway Patrol; see 
that windshield wiper is in good 
condition and keep windshield 
clean, replace badly worn tires, 
learn how to stop without skid¬ 
ding, adjust brakes and lights, 
keep window open for hand .sig¬ 
nals, and avoid running on slip¬ 
pery rails. 

California’s accident record to 
date this year is appaling. By Oc¬ 
tober first the toll was 2088 
deaths, compared to 1945 on the 
same date of the • previous year 
of record slaughter. No other 
state approaches this. New York 
being second with 1861 deaths. 

When the year’s final totals are 
counted, California will stand at 
the top of the National dishonor 
roll. It’s too late now to avoid 
that disgrace. But it is not too 
late for extra caution to save 
many lives during the rainy, and 
deadliest, months to come. 

If you love life, remember this. 
Just one skid at the wrong mo¬ 
ment, and quick as a flash it’s 
all over forever.

"riders” or “sleepers” and to pre¬ 
vent "two-in-one” proposals which 
confuse and mislead the voters. 

2— Tightening of provisions re¬ 
garding the titling of ballot acts 
to insure titles which are truly 
descriptive of the subject matter 
of the measures presented. More 
stringent restrictions would also 
be placed on the titling of initia¬ 
tive and referendum petitions, as 
well as the measures themselves. 

3— Llijiitation on the time in 
which petitions may be circulated 
to qualify -initiative measures to 
the two-year period preceding the 
election at which the measures 
are to be submitted. This change 
is designed to prohibit the use of 
"old signatures,” augmented by 
"Supplemental petitions,” to quali¬ 
fy a measure for a later election 
which had failed to qualify when 
originally presented. 

At least a half dozen measures 
appeared on the ballot this year 
which embodied some or all of 
the evils which the Legislature 
will seek to correct. 

The "Single Tax”-Sale 3 Tax Re¬ 
peal Act, which was finally 
barred from the ballot by action 
of the Stat^ Supreme Court, was 
a glaring example of all three 
abuses. Finally thrown out by 
reason of deceotive and mislead¬ 
ing title, it also exemplifies the 
"two-in-one” trick at its worst,

Most citrus growers have not 
forgotten the brown rot of past 
years. Brown rot Is a fungus 
organism which occurs during 
rainy weather In the late fall, 
according to A. G. Salter, assist¬ 
ant form advisor. It is desirable 
for the citrus grower to prevent 
any possible damage by each year 
spraying his orchard with Bor¬ 
deaux spray. 

Spraying is usually done in 
November or early December. The 
surface of the ground underneath 
the tree and the fruit and 
Branches about three feet high 
Should be sprayed. After the dis¬ 
ease has started, it is too late to 
accomplish much in the way of 
treatment by spraying. Growers 
should remember that injury will 
occur if fumigation follows the 
spraying with Bordeaux.

Sales of electricity by the South¬ 
ern California Edison Company, 
Ltd., for the first ten months of 
this year reached an all time 
high with the total of 2,419,641,- 
365 kilowatt hours, according to 
the announcement yesterday of 
Harry .1. Bauer, president. Rec¬ 
ords of the company show the in¬ 
crease in sales has been contin¬ 
uous since June, 193.'), with each 
.succeeding month’s sales showing 
a gain over the corresponding 
month of the previous year. Total 
sales for the fir.st ten months of 
1935 were 2,076,323,702 kilowatt 
hours. 

Coincidentally, Routhem Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company territory 
continues to lead the Nation in 
u.se of electricity per capita, Mr. 
Bauer said. Kilowatt hour con- j 
sumption by domestic con.sumers 
in Edison territory has Increased ! 
from 723 to 791 kilowatt hours 
per consumers per year during 
the past 12 months. The National 
average now is 712 kilowatt i 
hours, whereas, a year ago the 
National figure was 662 kilowatt 
hours. 

"Due to the severance from the 
Edison .system of the wholesale 
loads of the cities of Los Ange¬ 
les. Pa.sadena, Glendale and Bur¬ 
bank through their taking power 
from Boulder Dam, the gross out¬ 
put in kilowatt hours from the 
Edlsn system will shortly be re¬ 
duced by ten to twelve percent 
below that of a year ago,” Mr. 
Bauer said. “However, since 1930 
the plans of the company have 
Included provision for this in¬ 
creased supply of Boulder power. 
Present revenue is greater with¬ 
out the wholesale revenue from 
the municipalities than it was in 
1935 with this revenue Included. 
The company also has made pro¬ 
vision for the sales of a large 
block of power, ranging from 40,- 
000 to 75,000 kilwatts, to the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany, beginning in 1938.
